Tbe  materials  provided  above,  have  been  cut 
out  and  made  into  garments  by  the  members  of 
the  Women’s  Aid  Society,  and  to  their  untiring 
energy  and  practical  labors  are  due  the  success 
which  has  been  attained  and  the  results  accom¬ 
plished.  Through  the  kindness  and  liberality  of 
Dr,  Wotkyns,  the  society  have  been  provided 
during  the  year,  as  was  also  the  case  in  the  year 
previous,  with  a  room  in  Wotkyns’  BuildiDg, 
rent  free,  and  at  this  room  the  cutting  out  and 
preparation  of  garments  for  sewing  have  been 
carried  on.  The  packing-cases  used  have  beeu 
given  by  Messrs.  George  Bristol  <fe  Go;,  John 
Flagg  &  Co.,  and  J,  L.  Harrison  &  Co. 


Various  donations  have  been  made,  not  only 
by  citizens  of  Troy,  but  by  the  inhabitants  of 
other  places,  of  garments  and  hospital  supplies, 
and  the  .receipt  of  these  gifts  has  been  duly  ac¬ 
knowledged  in  the  public  prints  from  time  to 
time.  The  annexed  tabulated  list  exhibits  the 
number  and  kind  of  each  article  made  and  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  society,  and  the  place  whence  it 
came.  The  donations  from  Troy  are  included 
in  the  statement  of  articles  made  by  the  Troy 
Soldiers’  Aid  Society.  The  aggregate  worth  of 
the  articles  made  and  received  is  also  stated, 
having  been  ascertained  by  a  careful  estimate, 
based  on  the  cost  of  materials  actually  purchased,  | 
and  the.  value  of  the  voluntary  labor  which  has  i 
been  expended  upon  them. 

The  articles  prepared  and  received  by  the  So-  | 
ciety,  have  been  forwarded  as  soon  as  ready  to  ! 
the  Women’s  Central  Association  of  ltelief,  at 
their  rooms  in  the  Cooper  Union*  New  York  city,  j 
whence  they  have  been  despatched  wherever 
needed,  under  the  auspices  of  the  United  States 
Sanitary  Commission.  Established  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  systematize  its  operations,  and  to 
accomplish  results  in  a  reliable  and  continuous 
manner,  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  friends  of 
the  sick  and  wounded  soldier  will  continue  to 
accord  to  this  Society  their  sustaining  support 
and  confidence,  until  its  operations  shall  be  no 
longer  required.
